It ia a trait 
of character, and' more; it is an inner 
monitor. By it we are reproved and 
approved. It is a.voice of the soul, 
just as our passions are the voices of 
the body I, for one, want to get rid of 
conscience, if this life is all there is for 
us. I do not blame men for throwing 
away the reins, if good character end 
conscience, which comes by much sac- 
rifice and vigilance, goes .for nothing 
beyond this life. If this life were all, 
it seems to me, there is no place for 
such a faculty, with its lash of remorse 
in one hand, and its peace In the other. 
If we snaff out like a candle and no 
more of as, then conscience is out 'of 
proportion to its relations.
